Pursuant to 37 C.F.R 1.109 and M.P.E.P 1302.14, the following is an Examiner's 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

The prior arts of record do not teach a system for allowing the video data to be 
stored in the mass storage device without standard compression techniques and still 
allows for efficient use of the mass storage devices capacity. This capacity of the mass 
storage is evaluated and determined whether or not it can store the video data. If it is 
not, then the previously stored video data is located, read, modified and rewritten back 
in less space in storage (e.g., various pixels are removed from each frame) and then the 
received video data is written back to the mass storage. 

The examiner considers the applicants' claims 1-15 to be allowable based on the 
claim interpretation and the aforesaid prior arts of record.
